PBCSO investigates 
shooting death of . 


Belle Glade man

The Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office is investigating 
the shooting death of a Belle 
Glade man whose body was 
found just after midnight early 
Sunday iri Pahokee. 

Jeffrey Rewis, 22, of Belle 
Gladé was found at 372 
Barfield Highway. 

According to a press release 
issued by the district, a 
motorist travelling. south. on 
the Perimeter Road to the 
Oasis Tree Farm passed a 
vehicle that was wrecked in the 
maiden cane and recognized it 
as that of.an employee at the 
farm. The motorist contacted 


the PBCSO. ° 
Deputy Joseph Riccardi 
responded. Officers began 


searching the immediate area 
of the farm. 

Mr. Rewis’ body was located 
approximately one mile from 
the vehicle and had suffered a 
gunshot wound to the head. 

According to PBCSO Detec- 
tive Guillermo Moreno, Mr. 
Rewis, described. as a white 
male, 5'8”, 138 lbs. with brown 
hair and brown eyes, wearing 
dark jeans and a dark green 
Oasis Tree Farm pullover, was 
last seen at the farm around 
noon on Saturday.

Pahokee commission 
to review occupational 
license fees

The Pahokee City 
Commission will hold a work- 
shop to review its occupational 
license fees, after residents 
complained that the ordinance 
requires those who hold two'or 
more yard sales a year to pay a 
$300 fee for a peddler's permit, 
while businesses are only 
required to pay $30 for an 
occupational license. 

City Manager Ken Schenck 
said the ordinance was adopted 
10-15 years ago' after local 
businesses complained .that 
vendors, were bringing, in 
truckloads'of new merchan4 
dise, parking on city streets 


and selling that merchandise to 
residents at discounted prices, 
unfairly competing with local 
merchants. 

Businesses argued that they 
could not comipete with the 
vendors, who could: set up shop 
for a $15 permit fee, and not 
have to pay rent for a place of 
business or pay taxes on 
merchandise sold. 

Commissioner Singletary 
said the peddlér's fee was 
originally approved because 
the city wanted to attract 
legitimate businesses to the 
city, "but somehow it got mixed 


in with the yard sales. It was,

Amanie Kahok, a hinth 

grader enrolled: in the health 

sciences programi atWest Tech, 

got her first chance to speak 

with her méntor, Lt. Colonel 


Yvonne Darlene Cagel, a 
'medical astronaut at the 
Lyndon B. Johnson Space 
Center in Houston ^via a 
telephone conference call 


Fridhy. She is the 14-year-old 
daughter of Noel and Akmad 
"Mike" Kahok of Pahokee. 

A'straight A student and 
aspiring medical astronaut 
herself o Amanie said she's 
always been interested in 
medicine and space and had a 
host of questions for the doctor 
about her experiences. 

Dr. Cagle said, like Amanie, 
she became interested in 
medicine as a child, sneaking 
into her father's library, 
reading the textbooks he used 
as an Air Force x-ray tech- 
nician. “When I was nine, I saw 
Neil Armstrong walk on the 
moon. I wanted a chance to 
experience medical wonders in 
space and walk on the moon 
like Neil Armstrong," Dr. Cagle 
said. 

Asked what subjects she 
should study to pursue a tareer 
as a medical astronaut, the 
astronaut urged Amanie to do 
well in school, not only by 
making good grades, but to 
become conversant and 
comfortable with science and 


mathematics. She urged the 
freshmen to focus on calculus 
and geometry, which allow 
students to see the relation- 
ships between things, and are 
useful as preparation for 
training in navigation. She 
urged Amanie to pursue a 
varied curriculum; ‘chemistry, 
to assist her in understanding 
how different pharmacological 
agents affect . the body, 
electrical engineering,’ includ- 
ing a knowledge of circuitry 
and wiring to help her 
understand how space craft 
and equipment operate, as well 
as physics and physiology.~ 

Eyen morimportant than 
the science and math 
preparation, “as important as 
earning your) pilot's license," 
Dr. Cagle said, is a grounding 
in humanities and languages, 
to prepare forthe multicultural 
nature of space exploration in 
the new millennium. 

Also important, Dr.. Cagle 
said, is practical, medical 
experience in challenging 
environments, During her 
medical studies at the Univer- 
sity of Washington at Seattle 
School of Medicine, the doctor 
spent her last. two years 


practicing medicine in remote ` 


areas, including the islands of 
Alaska, before joining the Air 
Force where she practiced as a 
field medic before going on to 
become:a flight surgeon. That 
experience will be crucial as a 
medical astronaut, who must 


perform medical experiments 
and care for other astronauts 
in space far away from a 
hospital or other doctors, 

Dr. Cagle said NASA decided 
she ‘had "a lot of the right 
stuff," because she had been 
actively pursuing her goal 
since she was Amanie's age, 
Asked if others had tried to 
discourage her from pursuing 
her dream, the doctor said 
while some told herit was 
impossible or inappropriate, to 


%e successful: you must stay 
focused. "It's not just a matter 
of pursuing your dream, it's 
keeping yourselfso busy with it 
you don't look back," the 
astronaut said. 

Amanie asked if her career 
had left time for a family and 
Dr. Cagle revealed that she has 
a 14-year-old. daughter, . who 
like Amanie, is also determined . 
to fly into space. 

Dr. Cagle .said all. the 
astronauts on the NASA flight 


team know they will eventually 
fly in a mission, but are not told 
when, to keep the prospect 
from interfering "with their 
work while they anticipate 
spáce flight. Instead, Dr. Cagle 
said, they spend their time 
doing research, _ teleconfer- 
encing with international space 
program partners in Russia, 
Japan and other countries, 
visiting schools and attending -

King fast food chain has found.

toys in Kids Meals. They are 
jelling hamburgers so fast they. 

“are having trouble keeping up 


with the demand. 

While an occasional cheese- 
burger won't hurt most kids, 
consider the nutritional data. I 
got this information from ithe 
Burger King website. A ham- 
burger, such as the ones found 


- in the regular Kids Meals, has 


320 calories “and 15 grams of 
fat. A cheeseburger has 360 
calories and 19 grams of fat. A 
small order of french fries has 
250.calories and 13 grams of 
fat. Four-piece chicken nuggets 
have 180 calories and 11 grams 
of fat. Six piece chicken nuggets 
have 230 calories, with 14 
grams of fat, 

If you get the Big Kids Meals, 
add more calories and fat 
grams for the larger portions. A 
double cheeseburger has 580 
calories and 36 grams of fat. 


And don't forget the bever- 
age. A medium Coke has 280 
calories. 

To give you something to 
compare that to, an adult only 
needs about 2,000 calories a 
day. Those who are trying to 
lose weight generally consume 
between 1,000 and.1,500 calo- 
ries per day. 

An adult on a normal iet 
should only- consume about 30. 
grams of fat per day. Those try- 
ing to lose weight or who are on 
a restricted diet for health rea- 
sons need to consume less. ` 

Children, who are obviously 
‘smaller than adults, need fewer 
calories. `

Dr. William Gray issued his 
preliminary forecast for the 
2000 hurricane season and the 
-news is not good. 

The Colorado State 
University scientist, who did a 
remarkable job predicting the 
1999 hurricane season, 
believes the trend of active sea- 
sons will continue next year. "I 
think 2000 will continue the 
new era of increased hurricane 
activity, including the probabil- 
ity of more intense hutricanes, 
" gaid Gray. 

Gray predicts a total of 11 
tropical storms, 7 hurricanes 
and three major storms will 
form next season. That's fewer 
storms than this year but still 
above the long term average of 
9 storms, 6 hurricanes and two 
major hurricanes. 

Gray also believes the east 
coast of the United States, 
including Florida, has a-higher 
than normal chance of being 
hit by a major storm next year. 
"The east coast has‘a 45 per- 
cent chance of a major storm in 
2000," said Gray. "The long- 
term average is 31'percent." 

If Gray is right, it means 
another large evacuation may 
be just around the corner.
